LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP)— 
Some Allied diplomats were 
reported today to be in favor 
of challenging Nikita Khru- 
shchev to a plebiscite in which 
West Berliners could accept or 
reject his proposal to make 
their city a demilitarized free 
city. | 

Qualified informants said if 
the 2,200,000 West Berliners 
rejected free-city status, Khru- | 
shchev would be obliged to | 
dump his scheme and continue 
to abide by the existing four- 


power occupation agreements. 
If the West Berliners ac- 
cepted the Soviet Premier's 
proposals, then the Americans, 
British and French would be 
bound to withdraw their 10,000 
troops from their sectors of the 


city. 
Several Ideas Studied. 

The informants stressed that 
this was only one of several 
ideas being pondered. The Al- 
lied diplomats who favor some 
such proposal to Moscow said 
they are eonvinced: 

1. That the Russians would 
not risk putting their proposals 
to the test of public opinion. 

2. That in any vote the West 
Berliners would resoundly re- 
ject the Russian proposals. 

There was no _ indication 
whether the idea of challenging 
the Russians thus has yet been 
considered by Allied govern- | 
ments at top level. But Rus- | 
sia’s move has started some 
thinking among the _ Allies 
about their position, not only | 
in Berlin but also in all Ger- | 
many. There is a recognition | 
in several Allied capitals that, 
13 years after the war, the 
time has come to examine new 
approaches and even to take 
risks for the sake of a German 
peace settlement.

| Flames and black smoke 
swept the Roman Catholic 
school at mid-afternoon yester- 
,day, less than a half hour be- 
= fore the more than 1300 pupils 
were to be dismissed at 3 p.m. 

53 Girls, 34 Boys. 
| Fifty-three girls, 34 boys and 
three nuns perished. The chil- 
dren ranged in age from 9 to 
15. Seventeen nuns and nine 
lay teachers escaped. 

Three of the nuns, the school 
janitor, and 78 children re- 
mained in hospitals today with 
burns and injuries.

Police headquarters assigned 
235 additional officers to the 
arson squad to assist in ques- 
tioning boys whose job it was 
to carry trash. Chief of Detec- 
tives Patrick Deely ordered the 
squad to “try to enlarge” on 
the theory that a discarded cig- 
arette caused the fire. 

Sgt. Drcw Brown of the ar- 
son cetail said the thick smoke, 
at first believed to have indi- 
cated an oil fire, apparently 
came from thick wax on the 
school floors. 

He said the flames spread 
quickly when second floor win- 
dows were opened by panic- 
stricken youngsters seeking to 
escape. The draft thus created 
sucked the smoke and flamcs 
up through the stairwell to the 
upper floor. 

One Outside Fire Escape. 

He said the fire could have 
been smoldering for some time 
in tightly pccked papers under 
the stairwell before it broke 
out.

“Other pupils were scream- 
ing and pushing behind me,” 
she said, “Then some firemen 
came up ladders put against 
the windows and took me down 
the ladder.”

The 
large reserves were set aside 
to finance extensive expansion 
necessary to compete with six 
large national manufacturers, 
he said.

‘He reminded the jurors that 
parents. who permit an auto- 
mobile to be operated by a 
person without a driver's li- 
cense are guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Reckless and drunken 
driving are criminal offenses, 
as is leaving the scene of an 
accident, he pointed out.

Nuns who led out many chil- 
children and men who dashed 
into the burning building from 
the street helped cut the loss 
of life. Firemen carried down 
others on ladders from the 
upper floor. 

A crowd of thousands, many 
of them hysterical parents, 
swarmed around the burning 
building. They were restrained 
by police cordons. 

Mothers in the crowd fainted 
ms they saw children jump 
from the second-story windows 
and crumple on the ground 
below. The jam hampered the 
efforts of ambulances and fire 
equipment responding to the 
five-alarm blaze.

At the morgue, ambulances 


were backed up 10 deep wait- 
ing to unload bodies,. They | 
‘were taken to the basement’!

Fire Commissioner Quinn 
said the speed with which the 
flames flashed through the 
building prevented the chil- 
dren from fleeing througir the 
six exits.

A permanent injunction pro- 
hibiting attorneys for the 
Automobile Club of Missouri 
from entering pleas or request- 
ing continuances for members 
involved in traffic offenses was 
entered yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Theodore A. McMillian.

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP)—Rus- 
sia has started supplying jet 
fighters, tanks and other arms 
to Iraq, privately informed dip- 
lomats said today.

The new’ bus law allows bus 
drivers to assign seats to all 
passengers. It does not men- 
tion race or segregation but in 
practice drivers have assigned 
Negroes to the rear sections 
and whites to the front. 

The new law is somewhat 
similar in language to the 
school placement law, recently 
upheld by the United States 
Supreme Court, in that it con- | 
tains no mention of race but 
in effect preserves separation 
of Negroes and whites. 

Negro Attorney Arthur D. 
Shores, defending the Negroes, 
called the new bus law fair on 
its face but discriminatory in 
application. 

Failure to obey the orders 
of the drivers is a breach of 
the peace, a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a maximum of six 
months in jail and a $100 fine. 

Bus driver I. M. Daniels 
testified that he individually 
told nine Negroes who took 
forward seats on his bus to 


move to the rear. They re- 
mained seated. | 
Police Capt. W. G. Haley 


testified that a traffic hazard 
was created downtown when 
the busses were halted because 
of the demonstration. He said 
“a nymber of people—it was in 


the 100s—had gathered in the 


street.’

The University sponsors many 
conferences during the year and 
from personal observation does 
not try to influence any such 
meetings. Conferences are held 
at the University for discussion, 
for the expression of opinions and 
for study. Whatever the conclu- 
sions of participants, it is of no 
concern of the University itself. 


I have long been, through this 
newspaper, an advocate of rural 
electrification. I think I would 
have noted any attempt to favor 
private over public power. It is 
my considered opinion that the 
University has been unjustly ac- 
‘cused, 

There were, it is true, conflicts 
of interest at the atoms-for- 

ower conference between pub- 
ic and private power. I, for one, 
found their discussions enlighten- 
ing because aS a newspaperman 
I had little to offer from my 
meager knowledge of atomic en- 
ergy and nuclear power. 


However, there were preachers, 
teachers, business men and farm- 
ers there who listened and took 
part in discussions. I believe-that 
these laymen would agree with 
me that any conclusions drawn 
were not intended to favor either 
public or private control of ener- 
gy.

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A Free Bridge Now 


Toll collections on the Jefferson Barracks 
bridge probably can be discontinued within 
the next three to five months unless the Mis- 
eouri Legislature directs otherwise. Should 
the Legislature step in to prevent the bridge 
from becoming free? : 

The very fact tnat the question can be 
asked at all is something of a pleasant sur- 
prise. The $2,185,950 span, financed by reve- 
nue bonds issued by St. Louis county, is on 
the verge of becoming debt-free. Revenues 
have increased steadily since the opening in 
1944. At the current rate they soon will be 
sufficient to pay off the last of the bonds, 
originally scheduled to be retired in Octo- 
ber 1961. 

Under existing law, as soon as the bridge 
has paid for itself the county loses control. 
The State Highway Commission is empowered 
to acquire title and to operate it as a free 
bridge, much in the same manner as the 
Clark bridge is being operated upstream. The 
issue is whether it would be prudent for the 
Legislature to change the law to permit the 
county to continue collecting tolls. An attempt 
to do,so died in the last regular session. 


There are two sides to the question, and 
those who would like to see intervention from 
Jefferson City can make an impressive case. 
Proponents of intervention include Super- 
visor Matthews and his consulting engineers. 
Their argument for continuing to collect 
tolls is based on the belief that the bridge 
will not be able to handle the sharply rising 
‘traffic loads that will be attracted when tolls 
are removed. 

By continuing the collection of tolls, so 
the argument runs, the county will be able 
to help finance a new bridge adjacent to the 
present two-lane span. Each bridge then 
would carry one-way traffic. Revenues from 
both would make it possible to pay off the 
cost of the new bridge, $7,000,000 or $8,000,- 
000. 

The J.B. bridge is on the federal interstate 
highway system and, tolls or no tolls, it even- 
tually will become a responsibility of the Mis- 
souri Highway Commission. If a new bridge 
is needed alongside the present span, the 
commission eventually will build it. “Even- 
tually” is the key word to those who want 
tolls continued. 


Based on present traffic loads, they say, 
this ‘project carries a relatively low priority, 
and 15 or 20 years might pass before the 
HighWay Commission got around to it. Mean- 
time, the county would suffer increasingly 
from a traffic bottleneck at the bridge. By 
keeping the toll house open and using the 
revenue to finance a second span, the county 
could get its bridge, paid for by those who 
would use it, perhaps as much as 10 years 
ahead of time. 

* . * 

Against these arguments must be placed the 
proposition, which grows daily more impor- 
tant to the whole metropolitan area, that ways 
must be found to speed up the freeing of all 
the bridges where tolls now act as a tax on 
traffic. Can progress toward that goal be 
made by postponing the day when tolls end 
on a particular bridge, however plausible the 
pretext? 

We are open to persuasion; but on the 
whole we incline to the view that the best 
way to get free bridges is to free each one as 
rapidly as possible. If that is true, then the 
Legislature ought to let the J.B. bridge be- 
come free now. If a second bridge is needed, 
let the state government build it. If the state 
evades its responsibility, let the county build 
the new bridge but collect tolls on it alone. 

St. Louis needs free bridges. The best way 
to get them is to free each one whenever the 
opportunity arises. 


Sailing Under False Colors 


Dock workers around the world are in the 
midst. of a four-day boycott against ships 
which fly “flags of convenience.” These are 
ships. actually owned in the United States or 
other countries but registered in Panama, 
Honduras or Liberia. The false flags are 
raised to escape wage standards, taxes and 
regulations imposed by the countries in which 
the ships really are owned. Although an old 
one, this is not a very artful dodge. What if 
these ships had to depend on Panama, Hon- 
duras or Liberia for the navigational aids 
provided for modern shipping, not to mention 
the protection afforded only by the true coun- 
tries of origin? 


Limits for a Limited Task 


Freeholder advocates of a metropolitan 
merger are obliquely attacking the rival plan 
for a functional district with some curious 
arguments. One of these is that since any 
kind of metropolitan reorganization will take 
away from the municipalities most of their 
vital functions, St. Louis may as weil go all the 
way and establish one big central government. 

What is wrong with this argument is the 
factual basis of its major premise. It simply 
is not true that a metropolitan district would 
wipe out the municipalities. 

The kind of district proposed by the Metro- 
politan Survey would assume responsibility 
for traffic, transit, planning, industrial promo- 
tion, sewers, civil defense and property 
assessment. 

With a metropolitan district handling those 
functions, the area’s 98 municipalities still 
would have plenty to do. In St. Louis the 
city or its agencies would continue to handle 
water, parks, recreation, public health, hos- 
pitals, building inspection, excises and licenses 
of all kinds, fire protection, public welfare 
including the Workhouse, forestry, smoke 
regulation and non-arterial streets, as well 
as such tasks as operation of the Zoo, Public 
Library, Art Museum, Kie] Auditorium, public 
housing and land clearance for redevelopment.

The Attention It Deserves 


Secretary Dulles’s proposal of foreign min- 
ister talks on how to answer the Soviet Un- 
ion’s note on Germany is most welcome. It 
suggests that serious attention may be given 
to the essence of the Khrushchev initiative— 
and this is, not his vague threat to turn over 
control of Berlin traffic to the East Germans 
six months from now, but his urgent appeal 
for negotiations within the next six months 
on a German and a central European 
settlement. 


It was the propaganda bombast and the 
fiery words about Berlin that attracted most 
notice when the note was first published. But 
a study of it offers convincing evidence that 
Khrushchev is willing to consider Berlin in a 
more comprehensive framework. 


What he has to say about making a “free 
city” of Western Berlin is presented as a 
course to be followed in case the Soviet Union 
decides to end its occupation of East Berlin 
unilaterally. But before raising that possi- 
bility, Khrushchev offers an alternative. 

The best way to solve the Berlin question 

would be to take a decision based onthe 
enforcemert of the Potsdam Agreement on 
Germany. ... In the present circumstances, 
this would mean the withdrawal of West 
Germany from NATO with the simultaneous 
withdrawal of East Germany from the War- 
saw Treaty Organization and the achieve- 
ment of agreement whereby, in accordance 
with the principles of the Potsdam Agree- 
ment, neither of the two German states will 
have any armed forces in excess of those 
needed to maintain law and order at home 
and guard the frontiers. 


The difficulties in the way of reaching such, 
agreement are obvious, but it is good news 
that official Washington seems to be turning 
toward the view that an effort is worth while. 
Along with all of Khrushchev’s distortions and 
propaganda, his note carries a moving appeal 
for the restoration of the unity achieved by 
the wartime coalition. If states with differing 
social systems then could unite for survival, 
he says in effect, why can they not now unite 
to stabilize Europe and solve the German 
problem? 

One answer is that Soviet intransigence has 
stood in the way. But we hope the West will 
not confine its reply to rehashing old wran- 
gles and renewing rejected proposals. The 
West needs fresh and constructive offers, put 
forward for the purpose of facilitating negoti- 
ation and compromise. 


Box Office Gushers 


More than a century after the discovery of 
gold, the National League moved to golden 
California to mine some of the wealth at the 
box office. The American Association did 
not wait so long to respond to the oily odor 
of Texas. Three well-chosen Texas cities— 
Houston, Dallas and Fort Worth—have been 
granted franchises in the bon ton AAA loop 
which henceforth will have 10 members. After 
plenty of lean years, what club would drop 
out just when the league struck oil? Think 
of a Dallas-Forth Worth double-header. And 
look at Texas football crowds. 

It is nice to know that St. Louis baseball 
man Bill DeWitt was the honest broker in a 
deal which may make even Minneapolis and 
St. Paul less eager to get into the majors. 
Who knows? The American Association may 
grow up to be that third major league that 
sports writers speculate about on dull days. 
If so, it is nice to know, too, that St. Louis 
baseball man Marty Marion is in on the 
ground floor at Houston. 


French Pig-in-a-Poke 


The French have voted decisively—they 
know not for what. In Sunday’s parliamen- 
tary run-offs, De Gaulle’s Union for a New 
Republic got 32.1 per cent of the votes, good 
for 188 Assembly seats. These combined with 
the 121 won by the pro-Gaullist Peasants and 
Independents and the 71 of the Algerian pup- 
pet delegates add up to 380 of the Assembly’s 
546 seats, or 309 of the 465 held by Europeans. 

There has been nothing quite like this be- 
fore in French politics. What makes it even 
more unusual is that none of these deputies 
stood on a platform other than a vague pledge 
of fidelity to De Gaulle. Beyond their gen- 
erally rightist coloration, nobody knows what 
they stand for, and nobody knows what De 
Gaulle specifically stands for. om 

Nor does the character of the opposition, 
such as it is, sharpen any issues. For all 
practical purposes, the Communists are out 
of the picture. They got 22.9 per cent of the 
popular vote but only 10 seats. In the last 
Assembly they had 149. This is the end of 
the automatic Red opposition. The other 
Fourth Republic parties did a little better, but 
not well enough to count against the majority, 
if that proves to be a solid bloc. The Social- 
ists dropped from 95 seats to 43. The Radical 
Socialists from 71 to 27, The M.R.P. from 74 
to 44. And their most effective leaders— 
men like Mendes-France, Moch, Faure and 
Pineau—were defeated. The opposition lead- 
ers probably will be the shop-worn Guy Mollet 
and Pierre Pflimlin. 

The Assembly's “strong man,” if there is to 
be one, undoubtedly will be Jacques Soustelle. 
He has managed to make himself, as De 
Gaulle’s Minister of Information, the leader 
of the new U.N.R., but he also maintains his 
alliance with the Algerian colonels and colons 
and what, in general, may be called the fascist 
element’in the new parliament. How much 
influence De Gaulle will have on him, or how 
much influence Soustelle will have on De 
Gaulle is the big question. In view of Sous- 
telle’s pre-election propaganda, it must be 

hoped that De Gaulle will have far the strong- 
er hand.

Fives Win 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (UPI)— 
The first returns of the new 
college basketball season indi- 
cated Kentucky, Cincinnati, 
Kansas State and West Vir- 
ginia are ready to pick up 
where they left off last March. 

Although Coach Adolph 
Rupp used three sophomores in 
his starting lineup, Kentucky’s 
defending N.C.A.A. champions 
opened their campaign Monday 
night by rolling to a convincing 
91-68 victory over Florida 
State. 

Cincinnati, led by All-Amer- 
ica Oscar Robertson’s 41 points, 
breezed to a 93-64 triumph 
over Indiana State; Bob Booz- 
er totaled 45 points as Kansas 
State turned back Purdue, 96- 
83, and West Virginia, voted 
the No. 1 team in the nation 
by the UPI board of coaches 
at the end of last season, 
opened with a 76-67 victory 
over Furman. 

Kentucky got off to a slow 
start against Florida State but 
managed to open a five-point 
lead at halftime and then 
smothered the Seminoles in 
the second half. Johnny Cox, 
the lone holdover from last 
season’s starting five, led the 
Wildcats with 27 points.

Rupp, who admitted he did 
“a poor job of substituting in 
the first half,” wasn’t too

In Blasting TV 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 

SOMETIMES I get to wondering who is minding the 
store or if anyone is. Just in front of me here ig a survey 
from Tide Magazine which queried some 1100 advertising 
executives across the country about this season's television 
| a programs. The ad execs 
were full of complaints 
about this season's tele- 
vision, in many, if not 
most cases, their criti- 
| cisms being severer than 
those of us who criticize 
for a living. 

The consensus is that 
this is the worst season 
ever. The chief faults of 
TV programming are~ 
} listed 4s lack of original- 
ity, monotony, duplica- 
tion, an over-abundance 
of westerns and quiz 
shows, a dearth of live 
dramas and think pro- 
grams. Every single one 
of those complaints has 
been voiced not once but 
many times by all the 
critics. But the differ- 
ence is that the ad guys 
theoretically run the show and, if they don’t like the monot- 
ony, why do they pat it on?

Perhaps the best answer was supplied by Rob- 
ert Foreman, executive vice president of B.B.D. & 
O. who said that the recession “took the guts out 
of those few who had any.” A lack of guts, you'll 
find, is at the root of most of the ad men’s com- 
plaints about TV programs. 


For instance, of the shows disliked most, six of them 
were big name comics or emcees—a list headed by Jackie 
Gleason and including such old standbys as Steve Allen, 
Milton Berle and Garry Moore. All those guys have been 
@round a long time and it's possible the ad guys are just 
plain sick of them. 

But the only alternative to old faces is new faces and 
that takes guts and guts, according to Foreman, are in 
short supply. There are plenty of new faces around, in-| 
cluding many very talented new faces. First you've got to 
find them. But to find them—now pay attention back there 
—you have to look for them. And nobody's looking. 

It always dumfounds me how talent suddenly springs 
to fame from the Jack Paar show after the same people 
have been beating at doors for years. There are no orderly 
channels of arrival for new talent but there is, J believe, 
a very great thirst for new talent and new ideas. New faces 
crop up unexpectedly and new ideas do, too. Witness Jackie 
Gleason suddenly spouting boozy wisdom on Arthur God- 
frey’s show the other day. This was an old face in a new 
bottle, as it were. And that made it a new face, in a way. 
Everybody seemed to enjoy the Godfrey-Gleason yockfest 
thoroughly and I think the reason is that it had a wonder- 
fully “unexpected” quality. 


The big hits this year have sneaked up on us. 
Fred Astaire, for instance. I don’t know why we 
were so caught by surprise since Astaire on stage 
and screen has practically never done anything 
badly; still we were. When I look back over the 
years, all the big hits have burst like thunderbolts. 
Nobody, for example, expected Milton Berle to 
make such a hit. The Texas Co. had lined up six 
other emcees to rotate on their variety show. Berle 
was to have been just one of them. But he not only 
took over the show, he practically took over all 
television. George Gobel, similarly, burst into. 
flower on the electric company spectacular. 


It would seem that playing it safe is the best way to 
lay an egg. This has been a disappointing season in the 
field of drama, largely because the drama producers have 
been playing it safe. The dramatization of “The Count of 
Monte Cristo” was a triumph of organization but it set no 
worlds afire. Neither did “Swiss Family Robinson,” which 
Was pretty dull, or “The Winslow Boy,” a dramatization of 
a Broadway and London play, which was thoroughly re- 
spectable but plodding. The most exciting dramatic effort 
of the year so far has been “Days of Wine and Roses,” 
which was an original by J. P. Miller. It was about alco- 
holism, a thoroughly contemporary problem, and it was 
handled with tremendous insight and had enormous impact. 

But when the advertising fraternity starts complaining 
about the monotony, the lack of originality, I think the rest 
of us have the right to ask: Who, if not the ad men, is re- 
sponsible for this state of affairs? For instance, one of the 
largest complaints of the ad men is the Westerns. Twenty- 
four Westerns are too many Westerns and, as one ad man 
said: “The Westerns are so much alike that if it weren't 
for the commercials you couldn't tell them apart.” 

But who put the commercials on all these Westerns— 
if not the advertising men themselves”

True Weightlessness in Space 


Was Laika in gravity-free space? Russian scientists say yes. Dr. Levitt thinks 
differently—and has figures to prove it.

IN PREPARING for space 
travel it is imperative we 
know how weightlessness af- 
fects the mental and physical 
condition of human beings. But 
simulating weightlessness for 
extended periods of time is ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Weightlessness, of course, 
will be experienced whenever 
man blasts away from the earth 
in a rocket. After he overcomes 
the force of the earth's gravity 
and the rocket stops firing, it 
will begin “coasting” into 
space. 

Whether it goes into orbit 
around the earth or continues 
onward, the rocket and every- 
thing in it will be weightless. 

The Russians sent the dog 
Laika on a rocket trip to study 
the reactions of a living ani- 
mal to the stresses of space 
travel. A Russian aviation 
medicine expert, Dr. V. Malkin, 
has reported in a Russian med- 
ical journal that within four 
or five minutes after the dog 
reached a “weightless” state 
its pulse rate, blood pressure 
and respiration shook off the 
effects of acceleration and re- 
turned to normal. 

Unfortunately for science, 
Dr. Malkin ignored or over- 
looked the fact that Laika may 
not have entered the weight- 
less state at all. 

Laika, remember, was riding 
in Sputnik II which tumbled 
along on an orbital path, (it 
could be seen with the naked 
eye because of periodic change 
in brightness). This tumbling 
set up a centrifugal force pro- 
viding an artificial pull of 
gravity. In this case, Laika 
could not have felt true weight- 
lessness. 

This writer has worked out 


the mathematics of the situa- 
tion: % 
Laika’s container was tum- 
bling with a four-second peri- 
od of rotation. If the dog's 
head was positioned five feet 
from the center of rotation, 
then it felt an acceleration of 
11 feet per second; this is ap- 
proximately one third of the 
gravitation all of us experi- 
ence on earth. 

Hence, if Laika weighed 30 
pounds on the earth’s surface, 
it weighed 10 pounds in Sput- 
nik Il—and true weightlessness 
requires the absence of any- 
thing measurable on any scale. 


This points up the difficulty 
in investigating weightlessness. 
So far, scientists have been able 
to simulate it for about 30 sec- 
onds at a time in a plane. But 
they need longer experimental 
periods, and apparently this 
will require a‘ great deal more 
time and effort. 

Ultimately the solution may 
come in launching a “biological 
satellite” in a unique type of 
stable platform. 


In the ordinary stable plat- 
form, the animals are always 
positioned in a certain direc- 
tion’ with respect to space. 
While they may turn around 
once in the length of time it 


takes to circle the earth, the 
centrifugal force will be rela- 
tively minor. 

Again arithmetic shows that 
if a stable platform is used and 
the satellite has a 100-minute 
period and the distance from 
the center of motion to the dog 
is again five feet, the dog will 
be subject to an acceleration 
about one-thousandth that of 
the force of gravity on the 
earth's susface. This may be so 
small as to be negligible. But 
it still won't be true weightless- 
ness. There seems to be always 
a slight rotation which gives a 
small gravitational field. 

The only way to overcome 
this is to use a stable platform 
which will rotate once a revo- 
lution around the earth to com- 
pensate for the motion of the 
platform. If this can be done, 
then we have achieved true 
weightlessness. 

While the Russians’ state- 
ments that Laika was weight- 
less may not be substantiated 
by fact, both the Russians and 
our own scientists will, in time, 
create weightless conditions. 
But it will not be easy. Cer- 
tainly the Russians, with their 
ability to launch payloads, are 
in a better position than this 


country to succeed.

Phonics---Reading Tool 


“I WISH YOU’D TELL ME,” said a neighbor over the 
back fence, “what has become of phonics? Aren’t they re- 
spectable any more?” 

Her 6-year-old Freddy went into first grade in Sep- 
tember and thus far she says he has not had anything that 
she would call phonics, and it concerns her. 

“Does he read?” we asked. 

“Yes,” she said, “He does. That’s the funny part of 
it. I have to tell him some words but he does pretty 
well.” She said that he has just now begun to bring honie 
books with simple easy stories, and “there’s no doing any- 
thing else until all of us hear him read.” 


Grandmother joined the back fence confer- 
ence at this point. She said, “At first I was sure 
he was just remembering what he had read at 
school; but I tried him out and he is really read- 
ing, though how in the world he does it without 
phonics or spelling I don’t know.” 


Sometimes it does seem a little uncanny to see a child 
look at a book, even an easy pre-primer, and forthwith 
come up with the right words in the right places. It is 
not surprising that a person brought up on the idea that 
phonics should come before reading wonders how it hap- 
pens that it is the other way around these days. 

This is because research studies have shown that it 
comes more easily and naturally that way, and is used 
thereafter more effectively. It is not that phonics are 
left out. It is only that they come after reading begins 
instead of before. 

The idea is for the youngsters to sight-read from 
charts the teacher makes and from pre-primers—setting 
the story of what is read and catching the idea that words 
tell something as one reads them—without being bothered 
with noticing the parts of the words until later. The 
teacher knows, of course, that before long there will be 
more new words than the children can be expected to re- 
member. Then they will need phonics to help them figure 
out new ones for themselves. 


Gradually she calls attention to words in their 
reading that look and sound alike, such as day, 
may, play, say. She points out that while they do 
look and sound alike there is a difference. Each 
begins with a different letter. She tells the chil- 
dren the sounds of these letters and helps them 
to discover and recognize them in new words they 
meet. She helps them to hear the blending of the 
sounds of letters such as “p” and “I!” in play. 


She is starting them on phonics. She is putting into 
their hands a tool useful to them all their lives is, figur- 
ing out new words. It is not unti! a child is meeting more 
new words than he can remember easily that he needs the 
tool. Usually this is when 50 or 100 have become familiar 
by sight and meaning. That happens about this time of 
year for children just beginning to read. 

What a thrill it is to a child to find that he can be 
more and more independent in his reading! Six-year-old 
Evelyn said to us the other day with great satisfaction in 
her voice, “It's very handy that mostly now I don't have 
to ask somebody any more to tell me all the words. I 
just make the sounds and then I know.” 

It is handy to have a good system and to know how 
to use it. 
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English Teacher Who Wrote Best Seller 


Charles Calitri Got $210,000 for Movie Rights, but Plans to Stay in Classroom

NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 
CHARLES JOSEPH CALI- 
TRI, an East Harlem high 
school teacher, spent five years 
workirge on his novel, “Strike 
Heaven on the Face.” He had 
something to say — about juve- 
nile delinquents, about good 
boys and girls, about parents’ 
problems and about good and 
bad teachers. He worked on the 
novel early mornings, late at 
night ahd on weekends. Finall 
it was finished and accept 
for publication, Crown Pub- 
lishers, Inc., scheduled it for 
fall release. 


But before it could reach the 
bookstand, financial lightning 
struck Calitri, whose teaching 
salary is $6000 a year. Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer offered him 
$210,000 for the movie rights 
to the book. Pocketbook edi- 
tion rights brought in another 


20,000. 

Overnight Calitri became a 
celebrity. Today he not only 
has $230,000 in the bank but 
through escalator and profits 
participation clauses in the 
movie contract, stands a good 
chance of making perhaps 
$500,000 from the novel. 


Financial comfort pleases 
Calitri. What pleases him more 
is the reaction of the kids he 
teaches, They have made their 
English teacher their own very 
special hero. 

Already a national best-sell- 
er in American book stores and 
sold for publication in England, 
Germany, France and Israel, 
“Strike Heaven on the Face” 


has stirred up a storm of con-— 
have, 


troversy. Some critics 
damned it as sensational trash; 
others have praised it as a 
sympathetic story of troubled 
youth and dedicated teach- 
ers. One critic wrote that 
“Strike Heaven on the Face” 
is so raw it makes “The Black- 
board Jungle” read like “Little 
Women.” 


“Strike Heaven on the Face” 
is primarily the story of a man 
named Walter Davis, new dean 
of a high school in a New 
England town, who discovers 
that some of his kids are in- 
volved in a-teen-age sex club. 
How Davis handles the situa- 
tion, the individual kids, the 
stuffed shirts of the town, and 
finally his own problems after 
he himself strays momentarily 
from the straight and narrow, 
is sometimes a story of power- 
ful and shocking elements. At 
other times it is a tender tale, 
soft and gentle enough to 
prompt a tear or two. 


Calitri has the blessing of 
John J. Theobald, New York's 
superintendent of schools, who 
commended the author “for the 
added prestige which you have 
brought to the teaching profes- 
sion.” 

“The primary purpose of the 
book is to tell how one guy 
finally gets the courage to 
stand up for the more than 98 
per cent good kids,” the blond, 
square-jawed teacher said. 
“Readers who are frightened 
by this book are still in the 
trap of the sensational head- 
line which throws a stain of 
delinquency over all teen- 
agers.”

How does he find time for 
outside writing with a heavy 
teaching schedule? 

“Easy,” Calitri said, “I get 
up at 5:45 and write until 7:15, 
then have breakfast and leave 
for school, I get home around 
5. write until 6:30, then have 
dinner and spend some time 
with my children until they go 
to bed. Then I start to write 
again and keep at it until I fall 
asleep at the typewriter.” 

A muscular 5 feet 8, Calitri 
weighs 183 pounds and did 
some wrestling and played 
baseball, football and basket- 
ball in his younger days. 

What changes will his sud- 
den literary success make in 
his family's life? 

“Very few,” he grinned. “lI 
bought a new raincoat in a bar- 
gain store and we may buy a 
house. Otherwise we'll invest 
the money and use the income. 
One nice thing, the kids’ fu- 
ture education is now taken 
care of.” 

The last thing Calitri will 
consider is giving up teach- 
ing. He’s happiest in a class- 
room teaching.

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Uncle Ray’s Column 
Ancient Lamps 


By Ramon Coffman 


LAMPS of several kinds 
were used in ancient times. 
They were without glass chim- 
neys, but they helped to light 
the darkness 

The Egyptians used lamps 
made from hollowed stones, 
also from clay. Melted animal 
fat was placed in the hollow, 
and it is believed that bits of 
cotton took the place of wicks, 

The Greeks and Romans im- 
proved the lamps in several 
ways. Using both clay and 
metal, they produced covered 
bowls to hold melted grease or 
olive oil. Often there wag a 
handle at one side of the lamp, 
and. an open place at the oppo- 
site side. 

A wick (‘usually made by 
twisting threads loosely) was 
placed in the opening. When 
the wick was lighted, it pro- 
vided a flickering light 

Some of the ancient lamps 
were made with two or mor& 
openings to hold wicks. A 
large Roman lamp, found at 
Cortona, has 16 openings! This 
ancient lamp is adorned with 
sirens and other figures from 
mythology.

A. This was done in some 
homes. The hanging lamps 
often were made of bronze, and 
were held to the ceiling with 
chains. 

The Romans also had stand 
lamps with a height of three 
feet or more. An oil lamp 
burned at the top of each 
stand. 

Torches were kept flaming 
at night in front of some 
Roman homes. It was a custom 
to make the torches from twist- 
ed wool, which had been cov- 
ered with pitch or soaked in oil.
